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privileges by the ſayed ſubjeQtion pals 
ww ancagd emotions of Prin- 
ces afterwards,which they may lirerch, 
reſtrain, or revoke according totheur- 
* gency of their publique occaſions;And 
when ther is a necdlity ro do ſo, the 
Pceple are not 'alow'd to revolt, OC 
right themſelts by violence ; *Tis tp 
that in all privac particular Trcafies 
the unoþſcrvation. of che Conditions, 
acquitrs the partics from the Obliga- 
tions of the contract, but this doth not 
reach w Soverain Princes, when me 
Pceple have once choſen them for the 
advantage, and ſecurity. But to return 
to our chick matrer, the Princes , and 
Towns of the Empire, though they 
acknowledg the Keyſer for their Sove- 
raign, yet are they not oblig'd in that 
{triftneſ of obedience to him, as their 
own peeple areto them; Theſe Princes 
ney be ſayed to be rather his Col- 
cgues, and Aſſecrats in governing ra- 

ther than PS og Ir 4. Rule in 
Germany, that @uilibet Imperti fatus
